ledge bus not linfreoucaUy prevented 
that friendly assistance which would 
otherwise hnve been given i and enabled 
i lie debtor to escape insolvency)— and 
tbe want of any enactment for the 
future care and maintenance of servants 
after the master hat been declared insol- 
vent- Hence hia unhappy dependants 
too frequently are cast upon the world, — 
homeless mid bouve'eu wanderers. In 
all these reapeota the Insolvent Act, *a it 
now stands, may indeed be in accordance 
with tb* law of England, aud very suitable, 
when limited to m ere mercantile tradert 
in a country Me Sta/laiul but tltey are 
obviously prejudicial in tbe new pastoral 
and agricultural country of Aualralja Felti. 
I nm not ignorant, gentlemen, that laws 
can but imperfectly ri strain dissoluteness 
of manners ; that they cannot regulata the 
wanta of mankind; their mode of living, 
or that iffatff for asaywsWtiw which hue, 
1 believe, prvred to ijmirtWr to then 
toAwim. Put I know that biwi may, by 
( heir protection— by assuring to the la- 
bourer tile fruits and profit* of his toil- 
help to make a people industrious ; that 
although law* cannot make corn grow 
without labour and attention, nor trade 
flourish without dibganoe and rare, yet 
they do much to extend commerce and 
encourage agricultural and pastoral pur- 
suits ; and thus prevent vagrancy and 
crime by promoting honest, steady, per- 
severing, nnd bhtdoiwOut i»Jnstrtt. Tt ii 
not possible, I think, that if the Parlia- 
ment deemed it expedient to modify or 
repeal tlte Tmu- and Navigation Act, the 
Rue wool* of Australia might find even a 
readier market at the cloth nmuutactorirs, 
which, within tbe last few years, have 
aprnng up, and are daily increasing in the 
[Mled Stat™ of A Tenet, tluui thov now 
obtain in Crest Britain— nt least sn addi- 
tional market would be uprned. " Con- 
sider (said the late Mr, Huskiseon, in 
the British Parliament (the possibility of

Mot deeming hi. party sufficient strong, 
Mr. Bel) relumed tu the station and 
obtained sufficient assistance to swell hia 
party to sis, and these being divided into 
two parties, severally proceeded np the 
hank* of the river, On tbtir return to 
th. spot where they had previously aecn 
the blacks, they discovered it to be 
vacated . but after proceeding a short 
distance farther, thev again came up 
ith them. Tlte blacks, previous to 
Itking flight, greeted the approach of 
their pursuers with s .liower of .pears, 
one of which penetrated (be tec of Mr. 
Bella brother, and being jagged broke off 
short iu tlte wound. Dead and dying 
sheep, between one and two hundred in 
number, were found scattered around r licit 
encampment { but the remainder, although 
many uf them bore the trace of barbarous 
mutilation, were not so much hurt aa tn 
preclude their being driven back to the 
•tatioo. Mr. Bell, junior, waa imme- 
diately conveyed borne, end Itr. Comey 
ocM for, who performed tbe operation of 
extracting the apear head from tbe wound 
with much delicacy and skill. The •of- 
ferer, we tie happy to afate, i* now fou- 
ndered, to be in a fair way of recovery. 
About a fortnight since, Mr- Desailly'i sta- 
tion wis again attacked, and on* hundred 
and aeveaty-fonr ewes, with a " 
of lambs driven away from a b 
Of thasei one hundred of the 
recovered, but the whole of the lambs were 
destroyed, Mr, BirJutt*' station has 
again been attacked by the natives. Nearly 
three hundred sheep have been driven off. 
The party who started id pursuit dis- 
covered at a black encampment the man- 
gled and lifeless bodic* of one hundred and 
four sheep, but succeeded in recovering 
the remainder. Thi* gentle mini's repeated 
kisses from the foray* of the blacks' depre- 
dations, have secured for bun the sympa- 
thy of every person in the district. What 
mutt add increased poignancy to the 
annoyance entailed by the perpetration of 
every fresh outrage, is tbe fact that Mr. 
iHdcetta was for name time in possession 
of an excellent station in the Geelong dis- 
trict, where he had erected hue* and other 
requisite* for a (beep establishment, at 
considerable expense i but from this lie 
wa* cspelled in order to its being formed 
into a station to aid in carrying out th* 
precious scheme of aboriginal protection, 
— Mercury.
